prehensive summary of the measure, 
is follows: 


The governor and council shall ap- 


>oint a state board of license com- 
nissioners consisting of three mem- 
>ers7 not more than two 
of 
whom 


5hall belong to the same 
political 


larty, they to hold office for terms of 
"wo, four and six years, respectively 
hereafter the terms to be six years. 
The salary of the chairman of the 
*ioard is Ss^ed at 12500, and the cle-l 
52400, and the other member $2200. 
NTo member of the board shall be in- 
lirectly concerned or interested 
in 


"hei liquor traffic. 
The bond of the 


Lreasurer is to be $50,000, and the 
other members, $10,000 each. 
The 


act provides for an annual report to 
the governor and council giving full 
5tatements of the actual workings of 
the law and any or all members may 
be removed on good cause. The board 
of license commissioners shall have 
offices at Concord. 


The commissioners are empowered 


to eimploy necessary clerks and to fix 
the compensation, 
also to 
appoint 


one or more special agents to invest!" 
Tate matters relating to the collection 
of license fees or penalties under the 
act. 
The special agents may enter 


any place where liquor is sold at auj 
time and examine license certificates 
t>r any other matters iu connection 
with the sale of liquor and shall make 
complaints for violations of the law. 


Seven classes of licenses are to be 


issued. 


First class—To sell liquor of 
any 


kind, to be drunk on the premises, is- 
sued only to inn-holders. 


Second—To sell liquor of any kind 


to be drunk on the premises. 


Third—To sell liquor of any kind, 


not to bo drunk on the premises. 


Fourth—To sell malt liquors, cider, 


or light wines, to be drunk on the 
premises. 


FiJth—For 
retail 
drugjgists 


and apothecaries to sell liquor of any 
kind, malt liquors containing 15 per 
cent, of alcohol, excapted, for medic- 
inal and mechanical purposes only. 


Sixth—To sell malt liquors, light 


wines and cicTer, to be drunk on the 
premises, to be issued only to keepers 
of railroad 
restaurants. 


Seventh—To sell liquor of any kind 


to be drunk on tho premises, to be 
issued only to associations or clubs 
of private nature. 


No licensc'o of the first, second or 


fourth class shall sorve any liquor at 
a table in a room where the exclusivo 
or principal business carried on is sale 
of liquor, and each of fiist five class- 
es shall specify what room is to be 
used for sale of liquor. 
Cider in 


greater quantities than ten gallons is 
exempt from the provisions of the 
act. 


The fees for the licenses are: For 


inn-holders, not more than $COO, nor 
less than $75 par year; for general 
licenses in cities of more than 40,000 
population, $1000 per year; In cities 
between 20,000 and 30,000 population,

There is no question1 that the ships 


of our navy are now under-manned 
and under-officered. 
The problem of' 


securing men is by no means aa great 
as that of securing officers 
since 


knowledge of seamanship is not es- 
sential in the men who* serve upon 
these steami floating fortfre'sses 
as it 


used to be in the days of *ailing ves- 
sels. 
An officer must, however, be 


trained, and well trained.

ed a troltey car fender combining some 
iugealous feature*, says the Xew York 
Bertld. The Invention, tintike many of 
its kind, 1* almost aa effectir* if it 
falls to work as It would be In perfect 
operation. It not only tfarows tbe pas- 
senger out of barm's way, but by 
means of sprints counteracts the ef- 
fects of tbe collision after tbe manner 
of some of toe impact breakers em- 
ployed on European railroads. 


Primarily tbe invention consists of a 


frame of hollow tubing provided witb 
bent down or booked ends, wlilen are 
fitted into socket* secured to tbe dash- 
board of tbe car. Along tbe metal rods 
glides tbe secondary fraiae or fender 
of tubing and wire netting, which ba* 
a roller on tbe lower end where It 
strikes tbe ground. 


Springs are attached to the fender 


frame lu such a way that when it i*

drawn up off tbe ground they are at 
tension. Tbe fender Is kept from drop- 
ping by means of a book attached to 
the dashboard. When the emergency 
requires, the motorman, either with his 
knee or with bis hand, presses a lever 
on his side of tbe dashboard which 
throws off tbe book, and tbe fender, 
assisted by tbe tension of tbe powerful 
helical -springs, drops quickly to the 
track. Tbe roller at the'end of the 
frame assists the wayfarer out of dan- 
ger, and the springs, which are then 
compressed, react and resist tbe force 
of tbe impact between the fender and 
tbe man on the track. 


In cases when tbe motorman has not 


time to press the lever which is so con- 
veniently near, tbe fender section, 
which when not released is within a 
few inches of the ground, strikes the 
pedestrian on the leg and throws him 
on tbe net. Fatal accidents such as are 
caused by tbe car passing over the 
person are thereby avoided, although 
the person run down may suffer consid- 
erably more than be would have done 
had the fender been unlocked in time.

briquettes until carbonized, when they 
become quite Insoluble. If tbe cement 
Is liable to ignite, the heating must 
take place- in an airtight case or by 
means of b»r gases.

surgical dressings. The film is a cellu- 
lose derivative. Its chief merit lies in 
tbe fact that it can be applied to make 
a perfectly hermetical dressing and one 
which is at the same time transparent, 
so that the condition of the wound can 
be observed without disturbing tbe 
dressing. 


It has berti discovered, according to 


a writer in the Chicago Tribune, that 
tbe rose will cure a headache. 
Its 


perfume acts as a medicine upon the 
nerves. Its color, particularly If deep 
red, soothes the senses through the 
eyes, and its cleanliness atid medicinal 
properties generally act upon the sys- 
tem not only as a curative, but as a 
tonic.

Inventor Claim* He Can Get Great 


Power Pram Breaker*. 


Dr. D. K. Bryson of Pitteburg claims, 


says the Philadelphia North American, 
to have invented a mechanism that is 
designed t« utilize the force of ocean 
waves. His invention is tbe subject of 
the recent incorporation in Dover, Del., 
of the American Wave Motor company, 
with an authorized capital of $1,000,- 
000. 
A demonstrating plant will be 


erected at Atlantic City this year. It 
may light a pier or its power may be 
adapted in some other way. 


In the demonstrating plant ten buoys 


will be located out from tbe shore, the 
first as near as a depth of about eight 
feet of water can be secured, and the 
rest at'regular intervals. These buoys, 
as they are thrown about and upward 
by tbe-waves, will send along 150 horse* 
power from mere breakers of about 
three feet With a six foot breaker 
twice this power will be obtained. 


The mechanism will be anchored. 


The buoys slide up and down tubular 
shafts. After being pushed up on tbe 
shafts the passing of the wave allows 
them to drop, carrying with them a ca- 
ble attached to a power wheel. The 
dropping of this buoy, pulling down the 
cable, is transmitted as power through 
ratchets. Tbe movement to one side or 
tbe other of the buoy carries witb it an- 
other cable which, also by ratchets, 
conveys this power to tbe wheel. 


By means of a speed regulator simi- 


lar to the governor of a steam engine 
the power is hitched to a dynamo and 
converter for electric lighting purposes, 
or is attached to motors to run any 
electrical machinery. If not used witb 
electrical devices, the power inay at 
once be used to compress air or gather 
water power, which does .not require 
absolute regularity. By means of stor- 
age batteries perfect regularity may 
be obtained for electrical mechanism. 


DUripattaar Fo«r by Blectrlcltr. 
An experiment was shown at a re- 


cent meeting of tbe Sanitary Inspect- 
ors' association of London by C. R. 
Darling demonstrating tbe dissipation 
of fogs by electricity. A heavy fog was 
caused by burning magnesia wire nu- 
der a glass bell in which Was inserted 
a brass rod connected with an induc- 
tion coil. Upon charging this the small 
dust particles cohered and fell, and the 
fog was dispersed. The .particles joined 
together to form' flakes resembling 
snow and fell to the bottom of tbe jar. 


A Gla»* Eating Fu»ara«. 


According to the Lancet, a peculiar 


"glass disease" J* said to have broken 
out among the windows of York cathe- 
dral. Some of the thirteenth and four 
teeuth century windows have already 
been removed witb the hope that the 
spread.of the epidemic, which appears 
to be due to a fungus, will be arrested. 
Some of the panes are perforated and 
eaten away to such an extent that the 
glass crumbles at the slightest touch.

Such aa> invention, if 
ful, would be worth untold sums to the 
inventor, and it 1* not beyond bis bof* 
that tbe government would insist on 
tbe use of tbe contrivance. Up to the 
present time, however, Yankee ingenui- 
ty has fallen abort of suggesting an 
idea effective enough to warrant much 
approval, private or official. 


Browosey, however, thinks be has 


solved tbe problem. A glass tube is 
placed in tbe neck of an ordinary nar- 
row necked whisky flask or wine bot- 
tte. Inside tbe neck, where it joins 
tbe body of the bottle, a waaber la 
fixed so H closes tbe space between 
tbe lower end of tbe tube and tbe aides 
of tbe neck. In that way the whisky 
or spirits are forced to flow through tbe 
tube and issue from tbe mouth in a 
narrow stream. Below the tube and 
In tbe body of tbe flask is a looac glass 
batl of a alee to fit the tube so closely 
as to allow no liquid to pass. Wben 
tbe liquid has been poured from the 
flask, the ball enters tbe tube and stays 
there, held by tbe pressure of air from 
tbe interior of tbe bottle. Tbe glass 
ball is Intended to fit tbe tube so close- 
ly as to prevent any other liquid being 
poured back into it 


If Brownaey's invention should prove 


a practical as well as a theoretical suc- 
cess, its general use would, it is said, 
prevent tbe refilling of bottles original- 
ly containing' standard spirits with 
spirits of a lower grade, by which 
means unscrupulous dealers are said 
to derive a large profit

ter of a bottle at tbe bottom and to 
tbe length of the neck. Tbe three 
parts are covered with rubber, and as 
they are hinged they can be moved in 
any direction. 


When a bottle is to be cleaned, it Is 


first partly filled with water, then the 
rod is thrust into it, and as soon as it 
reaches the bottom tbe lower part 
spreads out and thus reaches any sedi- 
ment or other dirt that may have gath- 
ered there. Meanwhile tbe middle part 
of the rod has also spread out so as 
to cover the rest of tbe bottle, and now 
all that remains is to turn the rod a 
few times and then to pour out the 
water and dirt. 


RAILROADING 


A magnetic appliance has been in- 


vented by which adhesion is increased 
between the wheels of tbe locomotive 
and the rails to such an extent that the 
use of sand is done away with entirely. 
The same apparatus, says the Ameri- 
can Inventor, can bemused on street 
cars, and it is said sleet and sno,w have 
no effect upon its efficiency. 


The appliance has been demonstrated 


on a miniature street car, which is so 
magnetized to the rails that it can be 
stopped on a steep incline of 45 de- 
grees. It is claimed that tbe new inven- 
tion substitutes magnetism for dead 
weight in order to increase cohesion be- 
tween drive wheels and rails, and that 
it increases the strength of the present 
brake 300 per cent, making it possible 
to bring tbe train 'to a standstill with- 
out slipping an inch.

Most farmers few! corn iu the ear to 


hogs and tbrow it on the jjrouad. When 
tbe ground is frozen, this method will 
do. but when the ground is soft or mud- 
dy there is much, waste. 


A correspondent of Ohio Farmer saw 


on one of the large hog raising farms 
In Ohio what Is. in his opinion, a cheap, 
ideal platform for fttnling i-oru to boys 
sbelled or in tbt- rar. Tbe platform is 
about G by ir feft, suCich-wl} large to 
atvoiuuiodate eight or tt-u fair sizi-d 
hogs. The owner of tbls farm has st-v- , 
eral just snrh platforms which h«- uses 
in feeding h:s bogs, so that each litu-r 
la kept separate from the other*. The 
platform itself is made of two inch 
plank twelve feet long. It is consid- 
ered best to use plank on account of 
the wear and tear. lie bad used both 
the two inch plank and inch boards. 
The Inch stuff will do. but will not last 
as long. 


In framing the platform tbe planks 


should be mounted upon 2 by 4's set up 
edgewise. 
The 2 by -1's should be of 


good pine or oak: either will last well. 
The planks ars securely nailed to tbe 
2 by 4's. On one side of the platform 
is the trough, and this is a good place 
for It. It gives the hog a Rood place 
to stand while drinking and be free 
from mud and slush in very bad weath- 
er. At tbe other side and end aie 
nailed 2 by 4's to keep the corn from 
working off tbe platform when tbe 
hogs are eating. TUe opposite end has 
uo cleat, but is left open to give a place 
to clean the platform readily after each 
feeding. When building tbe platform, 
let it incline toward the uncleated end, 
so that in rainy weather the water will 
wash and clean the platform. 


The amount of material required 1o 


build this platform is less than 200 feet, 
and at the price of hemlock plank In 
his market (about $17 per thousand) it 
IB so cheap that no farmer should tiy 
to get along without it. The platform 
will pay for Itself the first year, and It 
will last many years. 


Bony Framea In Hog-*. 


Swine breeders are not so anxious 


now as they used to be to secure small 
bones in their stock, according to Farm 
and Ranch. At one time it was feared 
that the boneless breed would be the 
ultimate result of the clamor for "small 
bones." But for this change of senti- 
ment after awh^e our hogs would have 
had only cartilage where nature placed 
bones, and tbe animals would have 
ceased to be locomotive, like tbe oyster. 
Then confinement would Lave been 
useless and b<!te fences a superfluity. 
It was found, however, that a bony 
frame was necessary to enable the hog 
to take necessary exercise and to root 
for artichokes, peanuts and periwin- 
kles. 
If a bony frame is necessary, 


then a good, stout frame, well braced 
with ligaments and controlled by mus- 
cles, Is what is needed, ana now breed- 
ers want just such frames. 


Sufficient Hnnce. 


The growing pigs should have ample 


range. No mutter bow well you feed 
them, if you keep a considerable num- 
ber In a small lot they will be restless 
and discontented. It is natural for tl»e 
pig- to roam and have plenty of exer- 
cise. 
Moreover, if you must depend 


upon one or two watering places, you 
will bave to keep several sixes of bogs 
together. This, of course, Is not tlie 
best thin1? to ilo always, but in many 
phu-M it can scarcely be avoided. Tbe 
smaller iiig-s should have room enough 
so they will not be continually "bossed 
around." Unless provision Is made for 
the smaller jiigs thc-y will fall behind 
and not mature at the right time, says 
Robert L 
Donu In Stockman and 


Farmer. 
When feeding, a pen should 


he made for these into which they can 
enter and not be molested, because if 
fed with the larger bogs they will get 
but little of the grain. Also if the herd 
must run together there should be u 
small lot of rape, clovor or other suc- 
culent vegetation at hand where the 
small pljfs can outer at will and ent 
without molestation. 


Ordinarily, the hotter we promote the 


comfort or t!u> hogs the less experience 
we will lic.vc with hog diseases. 


liuc.« in Tcxa*. 


The price- of hoy;s at the great mar- 


kets should stimulate pork production, 
for pork is now our most profitable 
farm product, snys a Texas exchange. 
HOKS mid h<eg feetl should receive more 
uUontlon than ever before. But why 
iiK-iition this mutter so often'.' 
Our 


farmers know the fuels and will do 
the richt thliin at the right time. With 
normal crops this year hogs will be us 
thicken north Texas farms as Uddleis 
lu — u»jr old place. 


There Is an affinity between the hog 


nnd the oarth thnt should not be IK- 
uorod. Floors are nil right to feed on, 
but hoj?B contluetl on lloors are In nn 
unnatural position and will not do well. 
Floors are especially repugnant lo 
brood sows both before and after fair- 
rowing. But remember that mud Is 
worse than u hard tloor. Hojrs should 
have a bed on dry oiirth to sleep on, 
and they can do very well without 
mud at any time.

He was 
willing iu \vurk hard if be could only 
be with hl-> wife and family all tbe 
time. 


L-jokln; about, he found a farm In 


the dairy district of Illinois that could 
be bought cheaply. The farm was io 
pretty bad hhape, but it was a farm, 
and our friend bad u great deal of faith 
in his ability to dig a living out of tha* 
particular piece of land. 


So he beyan life over again as n 


farmer. 
He liked pigs and began 


breeding them in a small way. On* 
day he was over at tbe creamery near 
bis place and heard some dairy farmer 
say he didn't know what to do with bia 
skimmilk. It did not p:iy to feed it to 
calves, for he could sol! them as soon 
as they were old enough to kill for veal 
for a good high price, and, besides that, 
he didn't want to bother with a lot of 
calves. 


Now, 
our friend believed in taking 


farm papers and keeping up with the 
times. He bad read that skimmilk is 
about as good a thing for pigs as can be 
given them, and be asked this man 
what he would sell bis skimmilk for. 
The dairyman named 10 cents the hun- 
dred as the going price, and a bary.uu 
was made. It soon got i.o'.st'.l ..'ix:t 
the vicinity that there wt« :• m.-'-i then- 
who wanted skimmilk, and before long: 
our friend was driving over to tht- 
crenmery to get two barrels of skim- 
milk every day. 


His pigs thrived so wonderfully on 


the Bklmrnilk diet that they sold for 
more than the market price, and pres- 
ently he was breeding pure bred pigs 
and getting a high price for them. Tbe 
writer of tbls article in Dairy nnd 
Creamery bought one from him once 
that was" only eleven months old and 
paid more than $50-for it, and a little 
mate of this pis; sold the same day for 
$87, for the pig breeder had an auction, 
and men came from a long distance to 
buy his stock, so wide had become its 
fame. 


That was several years ago, and this 


man is still buying skimmilk at the 
creamery and producing prize winning 
and long priced pigs. He merely took 
advantage of his opportunity and baa 
practically made a fortune from his 
farm, and skimmilk has been a consid- 
erable factor in bis success. 


CLASSIFICATION OF HORSES. 


Indubitably one of tin- most pleasing 


oaruests of the borst''s future popular- 
ity is the increasing demand for him 
which exists in the larger cities among 
the- class of nit-is which if 1:01 actually 
always at jcl<uie has more or less 
time each wwk which it can devote 
u< driving and riding, hays Breeder's 
Uazi-ne. There is hardly a driving or 
riding club in the whole country the 
uciauersliip of which is not at high 
water mark, and this membership is 
not conlined by any means fo the class 
•jf men described. Many men working 
ou salary are now able to keep horses, 
and naturally they try to obtain "thoso 
animals from which the most pleas- 
ure may be bad.' There are not really 
fast horses enough to go around such 
a vast array of buyers. If there 
were, many of the purchasers would 
not be able to pay tbe price. But just 
at present all seem to be satisfied, anil 
the arrangements that are being mad'? 
by such clubs for tbe coming season 
are far ahead of any previously con- 
templated. Wealth in tbe United States 
Is becoming more solid. Most of th<> 
men who have money now will proba- 
bly always have money, and it is safe 
to say if they have that they will navo 
horses too. Automobiles and all such 
dangerous things to the contrary not- 
withstanding, the position of the horso 
is much better assured than ever.

His 
mission In thickly settled regions is to 
keep the farm in proper condition for 
other live stock, and in the millions of 
acres of brush ridden territory he will 
net as the forerunner of other branding 
of tbe live stock industry.

key to induce the, American public to 
part with its hard earned lucre, but 
he is n money maker, nnd when the 
American live stock breeder prepares 
proper place for the right kind of Aa- 
goras he need feel no hesitancy in stock- 
ing with these silver fleeced brush de- 
stroyers. They are an American Institu- 
tion, and they have come to stay.

Prepare For ft Depression. 


The horse industry is riding on the 


crest of a wave of prosperity whose 
height may in a few years be measured 
by a fall, says Live Stock World. 


High values, such as are now cur- 


rent, always induce farmers to breed 
on a more extensive scale, and as a 
result we may expect the market to be 
glutted a few years bence. 
Possibly 


new outlets may be found for the sur- 
plus, but it is doubtful. 


The best way to fight off a season of j 


depression is to raise only high class J 
stock. It is a noticeable fact that when 
a surplus does accumulate the great 
bulk of it is made up of nondescript 
stuff that really has no market value, 
nnd, 
while prices of the choice kinds 


fluctuate to a lower level in periods of 
depression, it is seldom, if ever, that 
they drop to a point where breeding 1s 
attended by a loss. 


Care of Mare In Foal. 


Mares in foal may be worked up to 


the time of foaling provided they are i 
worked carefully and not called on to | 
travel over plowed ground, although j 
they may be used for plowing, nor in 
deep mud, nor where it is slippery, as | 
on Ice, nor at pulling heavy loads. In | 
other words, take pains to use them at! 
slow, moderate work under tbe beet! 
conditions, says Professor I. P. Roberts j 
of Cornell university. Usually they do ; 
better if kept at light work than if 
they are allowed to stand in the stable. 
If the mare foals later in the season, 
fine may be turned out to pasture, 
whore she will get considerable exer- 
cise and succulent food, which tend to 
greatly minimize the pain of parturi- 
tion. 
If she is kept at light work, 


which is recommended, take i pains to 
see that she has some succulent food. 


Mangels or beets are good; carrois 


nre better than either of them. If 
none of these can be secured, small, 
unsalable apples or potatoes may th; 
fed in limited quantities. 
Lacking 


those, food pretty liberally of scalded 
bran, salt regularly. nn(j take care to 
furnish all the water the mnre will 
drink. If the solid voidings are watch- 
ed, it will readily be discovered wheth- 
er the mitre's bowels are constipated or 
normal. 
If constipated, take special 


pains to feed some of the foods men- 
tioned above in order to keep her bow- 
els normal. 


UlvUlon of Interectv. 


\Ve do not believe in a division of in- 


terests among the brooders of any 
breed of live stock, snys Stockuinn nnd 
Farmer. Many broods have too many 
registry associations for their own 
good. They nre loss able nnd loss in- 
tluentlnl because they are so divided. 
Therefore wo regret that tho breodeva 
of Percheron horses nre not pulling to- 
gether. Division is surely to their det- 
riment, nnd It should lie the last re- 
sort whon all other menus of satisfac- 
tory adjustment of their differences 
have failed. Thoy oan bettor afford to 
sink some things than to become di- 
vided.

The horses in America today can all 


be arranged in the following clearly 
defined and distinct classes—viz, the 
racers, iududinj; both standard bred 
and thoroughbred. The former is de- 
veloping along two lines —viz, the 
racer and tht- roadster. Tbe merits ot 
the latter division will be determined 
in the show ring and tbe former ou the 
track. 


The road-^T is distinguished more 


for speed, stamina and endurance than 
for beauty. While be must show breed- 
ing, he may in a sense be angular and 
bony, but tough and hardy; strong and 
clean and a trifle rough, but thorough- 
ly on to his business and able to go his 
route. Kvery feature about the horse 
should show a clear cut, giving hard 
finish, which indicates durability. This 
type lacks tbe fullness and symmetry 
that are characteristic of the carriage 
horse. Tbe typical roadster may be 
said to be about 13.2 bands and weigh 
about 1,000 pounds. Tbe formation ia 
narrow in front, deep chested, wide on 
loin and very muscular in the quarters. 


The distinguishing features of tbe 


carriage horse are its symmetry, action 
and beauty. In contrast with the road- 
ster the carriage horse is smooth and 
symmetrical. The smoothness should 
be due to the plumpness of the muscles 
over the parts. In the carriage type 
the head should be comparatively small 
and lean, clean cut in every feature; 
medium long, thin, pointed ear; long, 
arched neck—the longer the better— 
and curved gracefully; sloping shoul- 
ders, short back, strong but smooth 
coupling, a long, high croup and well 
set tail, the nearer on a line with the 
backbone the better; this is very im- 
portant; body round and plump and 
limbs clean- cut, cordy and flat, witb 
well formed and durable feet; high, 
free, bold and frictionless action. Tbe 
ideal carriage horse is the embodiment 
of style, action, beauty, grace, sym- 
metry and manners. 
Sixteen hands, 


1,200 pounds, is the ideal size. 


The coacher has more size, more 


stateliness and strength, but less ac- 
tion, grace and beauty, than the car- 
riage horse, but by his lofty, majestic 
style and stately bearing he commands 
universal admiration. The ideal size is 
16M- hands and 1,400 pounds weight 


The draft horse is characterized by 


his weight and conformation. 
Being 


strictly a utility horse, strength and 
durability are first considerations. Ev- 
erything else is secondary. As to size, 
the typical draft horse is one-fourth 
larger than the roadster or carriage 
horse. He is much heavier in propor- 
tion to his height than the other classes 
and much shorter joined proportionate- 
ly, with steeper shoulders and pas- 
terns. The Ideal draft horse may be 
said to be low, long and broad, being

HINTS FOR. 
THE FEEDER 


Beet pulp contains 90 per cent of 


•water. The 10 per cent of solid matter 
is chiefly crude fiber, which is largely 
indigestible by sheep, although excel- 
lent for cattle. The indigestibility ot 
the pulp by sheep is due to the wn- 
ter in it and as well to its acid con- 
dition at the time it is fed, says Amer- 
ican Sbeep Breeder. 
The indigesti- 


ble part of it amounts to 10 per cent, 
but as this is combined with a large 
quantity of water and is generally sour 
when fed it causes excessive action of 
the bowels by which much of the nutri- 
ment is carried off undigested. 
Tue 


safe way is to avoid feeding it to ex- 
26ss and provide some otber food witb 
it which is rich in protein. 
Alfalfa 


thus makes the best addition to it for 
feeding sheep, especially wben it is in 
the form of hay, tbe dry fodder acting 
as a reduction of the excess of water 
In it. 
Cattle can be fed more easily 


on sloppy food than sliecp can, and tbe 
acidity of it does not affect cattle as it 
does sheep. However, if the ration Is 
kept in due proportion and other feed 
Is added which contains sufficient fat 
(which is wholly wanting in this pulp) 
sheep may be fed profitably on it. Bran 
or screenings which contain a consider- 
able quantity of fat will make a useful 
addition to tbe pulp. But, on the whole, 
this pulp is better suited to cattle than 
to sheep. 


The Oat the King of Gralni. 


The oat is the khiR of all grains for 


horses and equally good for cattle, hogs 
nud fowls, but as a feed for cattle it is 
usually considered too expensive ex- 
cept in small quantities to balance ra- 
tions. For horses no grain can com- 
pare witb it 
Oats practically yl«kl 


two crops — u crop of winter pasture 
and a crop of grain—and are off tbe 
ground early enough for a summer crop 
of something else. All over the south- 
western grain growing region the cur- 
rent oat crop is very promising, and we 
are very glud.—Farm and Ranch. 


Shrrddrd Fodder. 


I bnvo for several years fed shredded 


fodder to cattle, mules and horses with 
increasing confidence. Aside from Its 
Throat er convenience I consider it worth 
double an much for feed and manure as 
fed the old way. The corn I feed to oat- 
tie 1st ground, groin, cob and husk, in a 
cast iron mill run by same fnrm engine 
used for shredding.

Breeder's Uazi'ttc-, that wutii the Boer 
rebellion caiue to an end the British 
government siau?d that ii would sug- 
ply the siotk wherewith to rehabilitate 
the stoek growing industry of all South 
Africa, tbe iJoori 10 have good youug 
'cows'"to go ou witb. Ajjents were dis- 
patched to the American southwest -fe 
look the situation over, with power to 
act as they saw lit, but with instruc- 
tions that all contracts entered into 
should be subject to experimentation. 
Thereupon some 500 grade Hereford 
and Shorthorn heifers were bought in 
Texas at a figure which seemed high at 
the time, it being almost equal to what 
steers of tbe age would have realized. 
AU these heifers were in calf to regis- 
tered bulls of tbe breed of which they 
were grades. The 300 in calf heifers 
were shipped from Xew Orleans to 
Durban and by degrees driven up coun- 
try. Then sight was here lost of them 
for months. Xow comes the news that 
the rest of the contract is to be filled 
at once and that the cattle are not only 
actually being shipped from Texas 
points to New Orleans, but that the 
British agents say there is no saying 
how many more may be taken up to 
500,000 or 750,000 head. The heifers, 
mostly two-year-olds carrying first 
calves, stood tbe journey to South Af- 
fica well, had their calves in good 
shape and wben the fat and lusty 
youngsters began to career around the 
authorities thought they were good 
enough; hence they ordered the contract 
completed. It is a good purchase if the 
Texas herd masters can reasonably 
supply 500,000 high grade heifers with- 
out scrimping themselves. The pri*e 
allowed is £5 a head.

It is somewhat remarkable to notfe* 


what a cusaber of halt fat iasabs *ni 
their way to th* Chicago market theaa 
days, says Wool Markets and Sheep. 
Such a state of affairs should not exist. 
Putting half fat lambs on the market 
in mistake for fat ones is one sure way 
of throwing profit to the winds, for it 
is in the latter naif of the feeding proc- 
ess that the profits lie. Half fat mut- 
ton or lamb is very inferior in quality 
as compared to the ripe article, It being 
decidedly tougher and insipid. Sending 
a load of fat lambs to a commission 
house with the idea of expecting it 
to remit market topping returns for 
them is scarcely a fair proposition- A 
farmer that would expect large profits 
from a field of corn cut in a half ripe 
state or condition would be adjudged a 
lunatic, and \ve are almost tempted to 
say the lamb feeder that would mar- 
ket his lambs in a similar condition la 
little less so. Lambs should be pot on 
the market either as fat lambs or as 
feeders. There should be no interme- 
diate stage. True, through unforeseen 
circumstances and sometimes poor cal- 
culations the feeder occasionally finds 
himself short of feed and dislikes the 
'idea of buying additional foodstuffs 
wherewith to put the finishing touches 
on his lambs. Again, he may run short 
of money, but this should not be any 
excuse for his sending bis lambs to 
market In an unfinished condition, as 
reliable commission bouses are always 
ready to advance him money on nil 
lambs and give him such treatment as 
becomes business men. True, there are 
those in the commission business that 
may "pinch" where they have the 
chance, but then they are the kind that 
do not long remain in the commission 
business. The shipper will get every 
cent as much for his consignments to 
the reliable commission bouse that has 
advanced him the money wherewith 
to finish his lambs as he would if be 
were under no obligation to some. Of 
course the usual customs consistent 
with conservative ' banking must be 
reckoned with. One thing certain it 
that if* it pays to feed a bunch of lambs 
into a half fat condition it pays con- 
siderably more to finish them even If 
financial aid has to be sought to bring 
about the desired results. 


Feeding; Valae of Johmaoa Grass. 
A Texas correspondent writes to th« 


Breeder's Gazette: 
^ 


"What is the feeding value of John' 


son grass hay and at what stage of 
growth should it be cut? How does it 
compare with millet and sorghum for 
feed?" 


Charles E. Bessey of the Nebraska 


experiment station makes this answer: 


This is one of the fairly nutritions 


grasses, but it is not among the very, 
best, like Kentucky blue grass or the 
clovers. It ranks with timothy and 
orchard grass. As it works up into 
hay more easily it is better than millet 
for that purpose and for many reason* 
is to be preferred to sorghum unless 
we take into account the seeds which 
in millet and sorghum are very nutri- 
tious. As this is a coarse stemmed 
grass it should be cut as early as pos- 
sible—that is, when in the first stages 
of full flowering. 


It must be remembered that in tn» 


south Johnson grass is very tenacious 
and when once established is bard to 
eradicate. As I have said elsewhere, it 
is a stayer, and it "stays put" and will 
give any man a good deal of trouble 
who wishes to get rid of it. It is a good 
grass for pasture and hay, but it i* 
hard to get out of the ground if you 
want to use the field for some otber 
crop. 


Clipped Oatx. 


In reply to an inquiry C. B. Lane of 


tbe New Jersey experiment station says 
that so called "clipped oats" ou'ufe 
market are onts, originally of llgfit' 
weight, 
which 
have been 
passed 


through a machine that clips off the 
tips, thus Increasing tbe weight per 
bushel. The process is not a new one, 
but tbe proportion of clipped oats on 
the market has considerably increased 
during the past few years. 
As the 


price of oats is largely determined by 
the weight per bushel, the process pays 
well. Oats that are of good color, but 
of light weight, may be increased iu 
weight several pounds per bushel by 
clipping. They can thus be placed in a 
higher class in the trade and command 
n better price. It is estimated that one- 
third of the oats used in New Jersey 
are clipped. 


SacrlAclnff Pn»tnre». 


There are many things that we do 


not value until they are gone, and one 
of them is a good blue grass pasture, 
snys Stockman and Farmer. Some of 
those who plowed up their old sod last 
year to get a corn crop to feed cattle 
are already repenting. They 
have 


neither tho grass nor the corn, as tbe 
cattle road to tbe corn market has 
proved a very rough one. A long es- 
tablished blue grass pasture is too rare 
nnd too good a thing to be sacrificed. 
It should be disturbed only because 
there is no otber way to nvold it and 
farm profitably. One of our greatest 
needs in this country is to know more 
about pastures—how to get, to improve 
and to keep them. Then we would bet- 
ter appreciate their value and not has- 
tily turn down something that it takes 
a generation to bring back.

While lamb feeding in Colorado has 


been heavily cut down for the present 
on account of abnormal conditions, the 
industry is by no means permanently 
injured, and with good .prices tbe com- 
ing spring we will see a general return 
to the business. There are plenty of 
6,tock. flheep being held throughout tbff* 
-state, ;and "'tlie fanners" ati& ^ftreede'rs -" 
will not allow'a'shortage of a4crtjp for "• 
a single year to affect them for any 
length of time. Practically moat of*1 
the feeders who usually handle several 
thousand Mexican sheep every -winter 
have quit the game, and as a result 
barely 25 per cent of last year's num- 
ber of fed sheep are being fitted for 
•market this season. The shortage of 
alfalfa has been the chief factor that 
brought about this state of affairs, but 
the recent low prices paid at the mar- 
kets have accentuated it to no little de- 
gree. One prominent feeder recently 
said that were he guaranteed $5 for his 
lambs and could get his feeding stock 
at $1 a-bead he could not afford to 
feed. This is exaggerating the condi- 
tion a little perhaps, but serves to dem- 
onstrate why feeders bave discontinued 
operations this winter.—Denver Field 
and Farm. 


Sheep oa tb« Parai. 


A small flock of sheep can be profita- 


bly kept on any farm where sheep 
killing dogs do not too much abound. 
Where few, Just as where there are 
many kept, they should be of some rec- 
ognized breed whose proclivity is for 
flue wool or fine mutton, or for both 
wool and mutton, as the farmer may 
choose. The dual purpose sheep will 
generally prove the most satisfactory, 
and there are such that will yield a
